Lenlnakan, farn»rlj Alelcsandropol’ , is thb second j^rgest city in Arae- 
nlaa SSB, and a very Important center of the Transcaacaene tactile industry. 

It is altuatod on the Shlrak Plateau, near the Turk! eh "border, at an elera- 
tlon of l,:3Uo ieeters, and le ourrounded by high znountalns. 

Despite Its sonthem location, Lenlnakan has a January mean'" temperature 
closer to Moecoir than to cities like Istanbul and Hcuae, vhlch are at the eana 
latitude, because of its helgho and the proximity of the surrounding mountain 
ranges? 

?he winter low reaches 30 degi'ees below zero. Sumars are hot with a 
vide diii:iy range of tesrj'erature, i.e., hot days and cold nights. Araual raln- 

le about 4-50 milllmetere, mostly In the sparing and early suBmer. Xrapora*- 
tlon, which Is rery great because of the powerful winds, and the porosity of 
\*he Toloanic rook underlying the Shirak Plateau result In the fact that good 
harreets can be opined only by Irrigation frm cren the most fertile soil. 

The Shlrak Carnal (built in 19£5) irrigates 10,000 hectares of land. 

Extensive areas of grain and industrial crops hare been dere loped near 
Lenlnakan. In this vicinity sugar beets are being raised in Aimmla for the 
first time. 

Multicolored tuff, pumice, marble, granite, diatomite, trlpoUte. and 
other building materials as well as mineral dyes (ocher and colcothar) are 
all founo. here. Deposits of trachyte, kleselguhr, Tclcanlc sand ashes, 

basalt and shale are also located near Lenlnakan. Small coal fields (Dzhad' 
zhurskly and Dzheiaaniskly) ore near the city.

the southeast . Mother H rims southward from ieiUiiak^ Kars in 
Turkey. A brwich line connects leninakan with the big tuff center of Artlk 
the pu^tse cehtor of Jfekhauihdug, both of which have been developed since 
the revolution, 

A network of hlghwayB radiates in every direction from Leninaloan to all 
regions of the republic and to neighboring Geprgija. They guarantee ooim ^nl * 
cations with the agric livestock regions of the Upper Western Arpa-

and fuel; ani with th^^^^ fruit and cotton growing regions. 

LenihabM spec la li zee in light ind^^ especially text! lee. Fppdln- 
duetrieB/ meat in particular y and the oonetructipn-aaterialfl industry are also 
ImpOTtsmt. A largo trained reserve of iipme eraftsmeh and artisans furnish 
workers for the city*' s i tries. 

The Iieainnkan Textile Qombine, the largest in the - Tranaoaupasua,; operates 
textile -factory schools primarily to train refugees fro a Turkish Armenia. Many 
of these refugees now work in the knitted goods and sewing enterprises of the 
textile industry. 

Tarioufi plants have been built in Leninakan to process the raw materials 
of the surrounding countryside. Alcohol plants hare already been built to proc- 
ess the sugar beets now being grown. Sugar refineries are now oeing built, 

Meuo cosines, breweries, and other enterprleos of the food industry process 
the local agricultural products. The construction -materials industry uses -% 
local tuff, pumice, tripoll te, llitiestone, etc. 

In V^kO, the textile combi no vac idiable to operate at full capacity because 
of power shortages. low the Shirak Power Plant is constantly increasing its 
output, and is supplying all the power needed. The Sevano-Zanginek waterfalls 
are now being utilised by the interconnected hydroelectric stations of Armenia, 
and by the Lenimkan substation. 
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
